/JL. A device for emptying a film tube wttich contains a flow-

able substance and has a dispensing end Provided with a ring, 



the device comprising a cylindrical housing with a displace- 
able piston and a cap and being adapted to receive the tube 
between said piston and said cap, the /cap having a dispensing ; 
opening and an annular engaging portion surrounding the open- 
ing ^and cooperating with said ring for sealing the dispensing 
end of the tube, the housing haying a supporting surface 
which faces the cap, and the ring Aaving a peripheral portion 
which exceeds the inner diameter /of/the housing for engaging 
said supporting surface. 




r 2. The device of claim 1, w/ierein the housing includes an 
end portion having an inner ^all and the cap includes a cy- 
lindrical end portion having/ an inner wall and being adapted 
to engage the end portion oi the housing, the peripheral por- 
tion of the ring being cent/red by the inner wall of the outer 
one of said two end portions.

The device of claim/ 2, wherein said housing has a ring 



supporting surface, said/ end portions of the housing and the 
cap having such "axial dimensions that a play is retained be- 
tween their mutually facing surfaces when said ring abuts 
said engaging portion jbf the cap and the peripheral portion,"/* 
of said ring abuts saicL supporting surface. 



The device of claim^yi, wherein the end portion of the 
cap surrounds the end portion of the housing, said ring sup- 
porting surface being formed by an end edge of the housing.

The device of claim vj wherein said ring has a conical 
sealing surface and said engaging portion is formed by an an- 
nular edge of said cap, ,
